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How Big Is The Surplus 

The present large stocks of wheat are a serious 
impediment to the ready marketing of new pro¬ 
duction. They are regarded gloomily by governments, 
farmers and business people in the exporting countries. 
The Canadian Bank of Commerce recently termed the 
wheat carryover as “astronomical.” 

There is no doubt that under our pattern of 
trade and distribution the situation is serious but the 
volume is inclined to impress us beyond its real pro¬ 
portions. We see the V/ s billion bushel world carry¬ 
over as almost the equivalent to the entire normal ex¬ 
port figure for a lYi year period. 

We overlook the fact that the world population 
is also astronomical. There are over 2 Yi billion people 
and in terms of food reserves we have only 36 pounds 
of wheat per person. In the United States, where 
flour consumption is moderate, 190 pounds of wheat* 
year per person is consumed. 

For much of the world population wheat is un¬ 
obtainable but the annual consumption is in the 
neighborhood of 6 billion bushels. A l 1 /: billion bushel 
surplus is the equivalent to a three-month supply for 
this wheat-eating section. 

Awkward^as wheat carryovers may be to world 
trade, a 90-day reserve supply of such an important 
food commodity does not seem unreasonable. Few 
livestock men would care to operate on a narrower 
margin of basic feed reserves. The human race should 
be able to design an economy that would permit it to 
carry some assurance against emergency food de¬ 
pletion without causing a marketing breakdown and 
penalizing the producer. —Wheat Pool Budget

Fumigation Of 
Infested Stored Grain 

All grain that has. been stored 
for some time must diligently be 
checked to see that no insect in¬ 
festation occurs. Should a farmer 
find an outbreak, immediate action 
is necessary. During cold v'eather 
controlmay be effected by trans¬ 
ferring infested grain to a clean 
granary. Better results would be 
obtained if the grain is cleaned 
in the process. On the other hHnd 
transferring grain may be too in¬ 
convenient or warm weather may 
prevail. Then the farmer may 
have to resort to fumigation. The 
Supervisor of Crop Protection Ser¬ 


vice, W. Lobay of the Alberta De¬ 
partment of Agriculture says 
oftentimes the best results are ob¬ 
tained By a combination of mech¬ 
anical and chemical control 
methods. 

Before fumigation, the surface 
crust in infested grain should be 
broken, and the Inside of the 
building sealed with paper. If the 
walls are not tight a layer of 
building paper should be applied 
on the outside. The principle is to 
maintain a good concentration of 
gas in and above the grain. 

Two types of fumigants have 
been used effectively in Alberta. 
One is the small-bulk type for ex¬ 
ample, Dawson 73. Sealed cans of 
this fumigant are uniformly dis¬ 
tributed over the surface of the 
grain then punctured on the bot¬ 
tom and thrust into the grain. 
Rate of application is five pounds 
for a 1,000 bushel of grain under 
average conditions. The other type 
of fumigant is the large-]?ulk type, 
for instance. Dowfume EB-5. This 
is usually applied to the grain sur¬ 
faces from the outside of the 
building with a pressure sprayer 
(nozzle rembved) at a rate of 
three to four gallons to a 1,000 
bushels of grain. Grain in open 
piles should be immediately cover¬ 
ed after fumigation with a tar¬ 
paulin and weighted at the bot¬ 
tom. Fumigated grain should be 
left in storage at least ten days 
after treatment. 

Since fumigants are poisonous to 
man as well as to insects, a pro¬ 
perly adjusted gas mask fitted 
with a black canister (for organic 
vapors) should always be worn 
when applying them. A person 
should not work on this project 
alone. Clothing on which any 
fumigant has spilled should be re¬ 
moved and the affected parts of 
the body washed with water. It is 
not necessary to dispose -of the 
clothing as the fumigant will 
evaporate. 

Clean grain, free from insects, 
will keep and store better for 
longer ' periods. Be vigilant. Check 
stored grain frequently and lake 
immediate action when signs of 
infestation nppear. 


Guns, Pellets 
And Coyotes 


Have • coyotes Been bothering 
your sheep, other stock or. poultry 
lately? You can give yourself the 
necessary protection by setting out 
coyote getters or strychnine pel¬ 
lets to intercept these predators 
as they approach the farm or the 
corral. 

Many farmers have obtained ex¬ 
cellent results in using the guns 
and pellets. For example, Mr. 
Peterson of Lcaman now has a re¬ 
cord of 80 coyotes destroyed and 
A. Starling of Drayton Valley lias 
62 coyotes to his credit. All these 
predatory animals were killed 
near the farmers’ farmsteads. 
Mention cquld J>e made of W . 
Zazula of Willingdon, Peter Chubb 
of Bluffton and many others 
throughout the prairie who have 
taken a heavy toll of coyotes. 
This certainly indicates the ef¬ 
fectiveness of the present devices 
which are supplied to farmers 
through the local pest control of¬ 
ficers in the municipalities free of 
charge. 

If you are having trouble with 
coyotes see your District Agricul¬ 
turist or Municipal Pest Officer 
who will provide you with all the 
necessary information and 
materials.
